IAC meetings except on request. This letter Is not in anyway 
related to the rogue at for a change in the coordination foot- 
note. It is a result of a routine annual review by the FBI 
of its activities. The FBI representatives attending the IAC 
meetings honestly feel that they are excess baggage.
